Delbw Saved Maungers the
Enaylng OF Men.

The lestons of the recent striks are
fraught with Interest not only to the mon
who went out In sympathy for the Pullmun
cmployes, but to the world of trade as wall.
Not only are the men along 1he Union Pa-
clfic west of Julesburg redalizing the stress-
ful condition in which they have pliaced
themselves, but the merchants, the butchers
and bakers and candlostick makers are now
brought face to face with unpald bills and
the decreasing earnings due fo lack of work
upon the part of those who but a month ago
were earning falr wages, contented with thelir
condition,

It 18 a fuct that out of 285 men who went
out on the strike of the A. R. U. at Denver
connected with the Unlon Puclfie shaops, but
thirty-five men have been re-employed, the
others being without positions.  Superintend-
ent Deuel had orders at Denver before the
strike to reduce his forces in the Denver
shops very materially July 1, but the men
who left their work in support of what they
belleved to be a prineiple saved Mr. Deuel
the trouble of dropping a number of em-
ployes from the pay roll.

This same conditlon applles at Cheyenne,
Jack O'Hearn having had Imperative orders
to reduce the hours of labor In conforinity
with the reduction at Omaha, but the men
went out and today . the shops are closed,
with the exception of'a few men who have
been retained to finlgh repair work,

The repulrs on the whole system of Lthe
U'nion Pacifle are now belng done at Omaha
and Denver, and If business does not pick
up very soon the repaira will be of a very
light character.

Trouble of

Proposed assenger Assoclation Wil Organ-
fze When It Gots Rendy.
CHICAGO, July 25.—The Atchison road has
uonounced definltely that it has at present
no Intention of re-entering the Western
Pasgenger association, and it will have no
part in any mecting held with that object.
This announcament was called forth by the
opinion which has become current of late
that the western roads would unite in an
association for the conservation of revenue
and mopintenance of ralcs. At the same
time the sdvocates of the general associa-
tlon are by no means discouraged by the
attitude of the Atchison, and when Chalr-
man Sebastiun of the transcontinental ecom-
mittee of the Wesiern Passenger assoclition
ls prepared to call the meeting with the oh-
ject of forming the assoclation he will not
hesitate on account of the Atchison, That
road has acted In so conservatlve a manner
and avolded making war on any line so
long ans Its Interests are not encroached
upon that the other lines feel confident they
now will have the co-operation of the
Atchison In any plan which is reasonable
and promises to decrease expenses and in-
crease receipts in a legitimate manner.

To Confer with Kecolver MeNelll,

J. G. Woodworth of the Iowa Central,
general freight agent of that system, ar-
rived in Omaha last night In response to a
telegram from Recelver E. MeNelll of the
Oregon Ruallway & Navigation company. Mr,
